HAVANA MILKMEN. 


•Sow the Leclieros of tike Cuban Capital 


UclKor Tlioir Mil*. 


Among other interesting street folk 


of the Cuban capital are the lecheio or 
milkman, the dulccro or vender of 
sweets, the cochero or cabman, the 
mercanchiste or notion peddler, the 
aquador or water-seller, the regatonear 
or huckster, the zapatero or shoe- 
maker and the latoncro or tinker. 


The lechero and his system here are 


worthy of magazine illustration. Milk 
for ISie markets and hotels is bi ought 
into the city by immense ox-carts in 
cans having tho appearance of dimin- 
utive cylindrical pagodas, but a large 
proportion of the inhabitants cling 
with obstinate conservatism to the an- 
cient method of supply. At all hours 
of the morniog I have met on the high- 
ways away out m th« suburbs sober 
droves of a half-dozen cows accompa- 
nied by a half-dozen muzzled calves as 
they were being leisurely driven into 
the city by a brown-faced countryman 
and two or three of his barefooted 
boys. Arrived in Havana, these rustic 
groups become the traveling milk sup- 
ply. Almost without guidance the an- 
jmals seek, the beginning of flie "milk 
route," and, on reaching th« door of 
the first customer, come to a hah, the 
cows and calves taking position with 
military precision, m single file, along- 
side the flagstone footways of the nar- 
row street. Our guajiro or country- 
man is now the city lechero or milk- 
man. The urehins run into the cus- 
tomer's house, secure the order, and 
the lechero milks the required quantity 
there and then before the very eye of 
the housemaid, the portero, or el uenor 
himself 
In tehis way from house to 


house the queer cavalcade posses, until 
cow after cow is milked clean, whea 
the muzzle is m turn removed from 
each mother's calf, and the Irttle tar- 
nerillas are free to take undisputed 
possession of the "strippangs " The 
system has obvious advantages 
The 


milk is assuredly fresh. It would be 
difficult for the lechero to secrete a 
water-butt about his person —

The Wabash has made it a 
cardinal principle to cater to this class ot 
passenger business, has advertised heav 
ily aud worked assiduously to secure it, 
and now feels as though it is entitled to 
it. The relations between the competing 
lines are becoming more strained every 
day, and an open rupture may be looked 
for at any time. The Alton seems to be 
the most noticeably aggrieved party now, 
the W abash viewing tbe situation with 
the calmness born of possession.

Coffee was a great sustamor—the prime 


necetaltjr at every halt. The most approved 
way of boiling was by suspending tbe cup 
ay Its ball at the end of a stick, and tnuj, a> 
it w*re, fishing for coffee. 
This was found 


a great improvement over balancing your 
cup on ah unsteady ittek of wood, which 
was Ilicsly to give way just at tba critical 
moment ol tbe boll, and d»mongtrate thai 
hot coffee will put out a flre just as »oon at 
cold water. 


As to our flres, I can't remember how It 


was tbat we always bad matches. I suppose 
we got/ tbem from the sutler.. But wood was 
abundaitfly supplied, ai least ,for a stort 
stay. The Virginians bad a custom, wortby 
from our point ot view, of the blghest com- 
mendation They b»4 lavistuy pjled all over 
their landu, In. the form of zlgzak tehoes, tbe 
most elegant ra^ls of bard wood, as fences 
they wero neither useful nor ornamental; as 
firewood, they were superb. When we had 
finally halted for the rtlght, It was a race for

I have chased a

and could not catch 


up with Its melting len ch* No matter bow 
wet the rail, the wood J 1st below the surface 
was dry and seasoned and we bad men, ex- 
port flro lighters, who would bnlld up a 
cheerful bla?o in the middle of a plowed field 
In n pouring rain, with some fence rails and 
one match.

Luckily we did not have mucb rain as we 


trudged northward. It is a >ery close thing 
between Viiglnla mud and Virginia dust, 
but I think I prefer the latter. So we 
pushed along pietty steadily, though Lee, 
away off at tbe left, certainly got ahead of 
us, which was a good thing In tbe end. One 
day was like another, except such little 
diversity as resulted from a flgbt at Aldle, 
where we took a baud with the cavalry. As 
we began to make four or five crossings ot 
Qoose run every day, we knew we were ap- 
proaching tbe Potomac. We crossed at 
Rlwardu' Ferry, where the water wasas clear 
as Lake Geoi ge 
We baited and rested a 


f«w days at Frederick on a beautiful farm, 
whore tbe milk house was built over th» 
moat wonderful spring I bad ever seen, 
which bubbled out in a stream as large as a 
barrel. Here we beard that Booker's place 
bod boon given to our own Meade, whom we 
ksew as a resolute, though not a ktadly, 
man, not a man like "Charley Gtiffln," 
wliom we could like, though equally reso- 
lute, because he really liked us.

The vory atmosphere, the looks of the people 
and tbe beautiful country as we went 
through Maiyland reminded ubof our homes 
In tho nortu, and as we drew near tbe 
borJt'i, we had wonderful fancies of tu'a 
country north of Miwon and Dixcn's line, 
where most of us had not been for two years.

Butterfleldl Butterfleldl" rang 
out in such an emphatic way as I never 
heard before, and' brought ns instantly (o 
our feet It was th« last time I ever heard 
it in use It seemed hardly a minute before 
we were marching off 
We weren't told 


that we were going to hold the Little Round 
Top, but, that waa our .mission. Some staff 
officer seemed to, be ridtog ahead and show- 
Ing ths way, and a battjiry was plunging up 
in the most reckless manner I ever saw, at 
least one wbeel to, the air alt the while, while 
w« double-quicked up at our best speed. 


It is queer how to such a moment ot ex- 


citement your mind is busy with some (ab- 
surdly itrifljng .thought, and how plainly 
yon remember thjls afterward. At Freder- 
Icksburg iwe were under a very worm en- 
filading flre, and the captain of Company B 
reported the fact to the major My thoughts 
ran like- this: "Enfilading I Never heard 
that word pronounced, though I have read 
it all my life. Now, first time I hear it, I 
am enfiladed. 
Practical example, 
like 


Squeers' teaching at Dotheboys HalL" 
An- 


other time, at Ch ancellorsville, I was listen- 
ing, during tbat heavy artillery fire, to some 
little birds, whose high treble notes did not 
stem to be in the least interfered with by 
the 'deeper tones. 


I noticed several things, as we ran along. 


One was a cannon ball which looked as if it 
was passing just in front ol our niert little 
major's face— Just above his horn's ears it 
seemed — probably it was further off 
Ha 


must have dismounted soon, for I did not 
see any horses after that 
Another thing I 


noticed was a fox— the only wild one I ever 
saw at large; tho little fallow must have 
been so frightened by an exploding shell, or 
something, as to lose all fear of men, and he 
ran almost under our feet 


On, the way up, but before we got far, 


there was an old stone house, over which 
was the red flag I recollact calling out: 
"Boys, there's a hospital; we'd better re- 
member tbe way back to It" As a punish- 
ment, perhaps, for my prophecy of evil, I 
was the only one ot tbe company who got 
there; but still It was a good thing to know 


Pretty soon we went through the woods, 


and as we came out there stood 
onr 


old friends of the Sixteenth Michigan, who 
stemed to be just getting into a very 
scrambling sort of line, but we knew that it 
was there to stay. 
, We heard the command, up at the bead 
of our regiment' "On the right by file into 
line. March I" Now, though we did not by 
any means go through the motions of that 
very complex movement as we had learned 
it when drilling, yet it told us just about 
where the colonel wanted to placa ns, and 
we got there with a rush. The command 
was not to be executed literally, but it was 
a graphic indication of our intended posi- 
tion. If any one thinks that drill is of no use 
because it can' tbe used in a light, let him 
imagine in what words he would explain off- 
hand to a procession of citizens, four abreast, 
bow he wanted them to get "on the right" 
Into fine. 


The principal feature of the ground there 


was rocks. Not what they term rocks IB 
prairie states, where a rock is the size that a 
small boy can throw, but what would have 
been recognized even in Vermont as rocks — 
weighing half a ton or more. These were 
elegant things to get behind and shoot over; 
we appreciated them fully, for we always 
had to scoop up our own proteotton, and 
never had had ready-made works, ours were 
custom goods *

i The ground in front of us ran steeply 
down and was full of rocks and trees. 
It 


would have been a considerable exertion foi 
.a fat man to c'ome up without opposition, 
Almqsttbe instant oar company gpt behind 
the rocks some one said, "There they come," 
and just (or a half, sopond If could see "them" 
dodging zig-zag among, the trees down the 
bill. I never saw them, again distinctly, for 
Instantly we began to fit e.

Ing I" attd Mike repeating it with his bugle.

ville— and we did not heed it any more than 
we should tbe birds. It was bangity, bang, 
bang into tho smoke uh,ead ot us, an i rip, 
<lp, cqu'lch just over oar heads. The latter 
sounds were from the Johnnies' bullets, and 
very likely ours went over their O3ad», too. 
Once iu a , while they would gat very close 
and. a red, star ot flame would jump right 
out of tbe smoke at every discharge These 
times they would be pretty apt to hit some 
of our boya. 
, , 


As I was kneeling down and loading , on* of 


our boys, partly in front of ,m«, got a bullet 
through both legs— so I knew afterward, for 
be died to the hospital near me, my mother 
standing by him.. 
The bullet, anyway, 


after doing this work, struck me on the in- 
side of the leg without cutting my trowsers, 
and I saw It drop. It must have been spent 
by crushing through his two legs. I thought 
how I wished I bod time to pick it up, as a 
souvenir. A week or two alter, when I next 
undressed, I was remUded of this boll by 
finding quite a big bruise on my leg 


I don't think any one w« afraid now, or 


eared- for anything bat getting rid of his 
cartridge*. We werei not good marksmen; 
I suppose if welMd been we should have

I did not ex- 
actly realize what bad happened, I was not 
knocked over, my gun wan stfll fa my right 
hand; I did not understand it yeV I looked 
at my shoulder and saw a hob to the jacket) 
knowing that no bole bad been there a little 
before it dawned at last upoa my stupidity 
that I was bio 
It seams so queer to a man 


that he should be struck; so very, natural 
that it should be some one else. Aa soon as I 
saw tb9 hole in front I twisted my bead 
around to see if there was another behind, 
to my relief there was one. I bad a great 
dread of a ball m me which would have to 
be exti acted. 


LOOKING FOR THE BULLET HOLE. 


So I found myself a wouiidad man before 


1 knew it 
My next reflection was tbat it 


hadn't hurt mucb 
One tooth-pulling to 


worse than a dozen shootings like tbat. 


Now I laid down my gun and resolved to 


retire. We were not at the crest of the hill, 
but a little down, so in going back I bad 
first to go up hill a little Here the rip-zip 
noises were a good deal thicker than whera 
I had been; these were tbe same balls tbat 
went over our heads. 


X saw one of our officers, and pointed to 


the hole in my coat us an excuse for ray 
leaving the entertainment 
The excuse 


seemed acceptable 


As I Rot over tbe crest of tbe hill the 


bullets dxd not annoy me any more 
1 had 
obliqued to the left in retreating, having the 
instinct to find that hospital Bag. 
So I 


passed behind part of the Sixteenth again, 
and had my last glimpse of Col. Vincent. 
Tbe Sixteenth seemed to have fallen back, 
but to an orderly way, so that I supposed it 
was by command. 


As I went on my arm was very awkward. 


It bung straight down and was very heavy. 
I was like a young mother with her first 
baby and did not know how to carry it. I 
had to walk slowly and felt very tired. 
Probably I hod bled a good deal. Away 
back behind a tree I found a soldier; be was 
on the opposite side of tbe tree to the shoot- 
tog and appeared to have a chill. As he 
seemed to have bis canteen full of water I 
lay down by him and told him to pour it on 
my shoulder. 
He obeyed with alacrity; 


perhaps he was relieved at finding I did not 
drive him to his regiment The water soon 
enabled me to get up and go on, and I went 
straight to the old stone house where I had 
seen the hospital flog; I do not think, how- 
ever, I went at all by the same road that tbe 
regiment had come. 


A FRIENDLY COMRADE. 


As I reached the back door of the stone 


house some very German person received m> 
with the remark: "Oh, we can't do noting 
for you here." Still I pushed to, assisted by 
an able-bodied Confederata who proved more 
hospitable than the host He had stayed to our 
lines in order to be with a Confederate officer, 
Qen. Sibloy, who wo» dying. I walked into 
the middle room of the Souse, which was the 
"old folks'" bedroom In front was a par- 
lor, the floor covered with wounded, Men of 
both armies. As I lay on tbe floor with my 
head unsupported I felt as if my neck was 
breaking, and when a middle-aged woman 
came into the room I asked her to put some- 
thing under my brad, but she did not seem 
to understand. Luckily, as I was not in good 
condition for gesticulating, I knew enough 
German to say 
"Etiros unter dam kopr," 


and she obligingly put some old matting 
under me 


Tbe "old folks'" bedtime came rather 
early. Soon after the firing bad ceased for 
the night my worthy German host and 
hostess come Into my bedroom and climbed 
up on their high, fat bed. In the meantime 
each soldier lying in the house had adopted 
some kind of a sound which he repeated at 
pretty regular Interval*. I can hear some 
of them now as 11 think of it 
These smoth- 


ered groans, and sighs and breathings—none 
of them very loud, but intense—recurred 
of ten enough to be rather depressing 
Soon 


there were added to the strange (Concert a 
snore by the old man and another, a different 
one, 
by tbe old woman. And so we passed 


the night, each repeating his own note of 
endurance, and the^ld^folka" calmly sleep- 
ing through it all. The most painful sound 
was the word "water " I think It must have 
been that Confederate general who repeated 
it 
The clock was Just as unconcerned as its 


owners and btruck the hours at immensely 
long intervals I heard them all, and they 
were the only sounds I was glad to hear that 
night My elderly roommates seemed much 
refreshed nextmornfng, but I did notsee any- 
thing more of tbem, as they went down cel- 
lar and very sensibly stayed there all the 
next day, which was tbe day of tbe artil- 
lery 
Such a noise was made that I am not 
surprised that persons, especially nervous, 
sensitive people, should wish to »roU it 
The younger woman brought me some 
chicken broth, or something like it, to the 
morning. 


I dreaded another night to that old bouse. 
It quiteswarmed with surgeons and chaplains 
that day, until some sheila exploding quite 
near reminded those officers of duties which 
called tbem away 
After dark, as I began 


to dread the chorus of wounded men, distress- 
ing through the day, but far more so in the 
«tfll night, I was carted away in a racking 
ambulance and laid on straw near the creek. 
My roof was a sagging piece of canvas 
which, when saturated, conducted the rain 
directly upon me; and if on the next morn- 
ing an old chaplain who knew me had not 
given me a full tumbler of whisky T think 
tbe 4tb of July then dawning would have 
been my last
